2. According to the information C 71 ha.e gleaned fz^>m the 

HTNEIOH leaders who visited with C J 1 , he emphasised the fact that 

he was not representing the ZSCHOWN government bat was elmply paying his 
respects to old friends. Because of his Interest In KMWAABDO affairs, 
however , he wanted to discuss a number of things: 

A. How did HTHIIGI leaders feel toward tfoevil? Boee Keerll 
have a strong EMWAAHOO movement at his disposal, and ie it true that 
an Increasing number of IMAA^O refhgeee are making their way to 
TPHOACH! 

B. Is it true that Tarborou^ and Ockleshaw are on the outs, 
and is Cekl^hav;;atteapting:' to^lf@.rn' nn^ tdLllahce/:Vit$; Tewni^^ order 
to protect his position of influence? 

0. How did the HlTtSICH leaders feel about broadening the 
Oommittee? (In this respect c 3 is reported to have eald. 

”I am in favor of broadening the Coapilttee, but only to include those 
elements which have something to offer and %diieh are not tainted to 
the point where the Coomiittee would be labeled as a Vaeeiet group.*} 

3 . When 2 and I- 3 lunched with ZT T and 1C' , 

♦ in essence, stated the following: 

A. «I am not connee^d with the government in any way. 

B. "I am on my way to the J^ar Sast on personal business and have 
undertaken an assignment to write a number of articles for the Man- 
chester Suardian. Among them I propose to do two articles on KMWAAHOO, 
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C. believe the Gomraittee can be broadened along the line® 

discussed by the Z0@RO¥H-PBPlIMliS but would point out these thingsi 

(1) "¥s mst be careful in our handling of the StIW'AAHOOS. 

If we atteERit to push them around, some factions may walk out 
on us. If they do, in my opinion they would be of no further 
use to us even if they caa5® beck later. (IThese people are not 
hastem Europeans} they are Asiatics and must be handled ae 
such. We cannot make agents out of theat. We oust allow them 
to maintain their pride and self respect. 

(2) *We are not concerned with viho is in the Committee • 
but we are Very concerned that the Committee maintain its star' 
ture and not become known as agents of the ZBGHOWIf-PSPRIlfflS. 

(3) "It is ray belief that the HTHBIGE leaders will accept 
a broadening of the Committee if they have assurances, in 
writing, from DTlfAlOOS that the ffiTCUklO guarantees the integrity 
of KMWAAEOO'S borders and will not tolerate tampering on the 
part of either of her three neighbors. In my opinion, this le 
necessary because the HTSEIGH leaders feel that the broadening 
of the Committee to include factions favorable toward either of 
her three neighbors would ultimately lead to meddling in SKWMHOO 
Affairs by the neighbors concerned." 

h. C ;3 informed H tliat we do not differ greatly except 

in the manner of handling the GoraBlttee. HTCIIRIO ha* already taken many 
steps to demonstrate to KMWAAHOO leaders that she will not sell them down 
the river and Is presently negotiating with KMWAAHOO' s nei^bors in an 
attempt to get a declaration from them assuring the integrity of KIWAAffi}0's 
borders. In the handling of the Committee, however, C J feels that 

a firm and united stand must be taken by the ZSCROWll-PBPRII® partners 
we must not become alarmed if one of the factions decides to take a walk- 
out when we bring up the matter of the Committee's reorganisation. It 
was clear that c J3 concerned lest c -yx go too far in this 

respect. He again emphasized the fact that, in his opinion, the danger 
is that we mi^t make the Committee agents of the ZBCROWH-PBPBIMSS and 
they, in turn, would be of no further use to us. 

5 . After C. ^ left tovm L *1 had a number of talks with 

C Ij* Cl ll again emphasized the "go careful" policy in handling 

the KMWAAHOOS end reEiinded L jj' that the minutes of the MBEDBT meeting 
epecifically state that we will not allow any walk-outs in our negotiations. 
C J informed ZT ^ that it was not his intent to have anyone walk 

out but that there Is a big difference between walking out and i^slgning 
and that. If any faction decided to walk out, C ^ andc U need 

not accept their walk out as a resignation but can always refer the matter 

to higher authority as a means of bringing them back to the conference table. 

6. t agreed to the above, but c ta expects little support 

from him In the showdown. In fact, in informal diBCUsslons held with 
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Cofflffilttee raemters since C. IJ left town it has become increasingly 

evident to C -1 that t- is going to let the PBPRI^S play the 

role of aggressor in reconstructing the Oomisittee. Whether Cl Is 

acting on instructions from higher authority, or whether it is because 
it ha.s recently become comicon gossip In KHWAJffiOO circles that the XHKAX»EDIG¥ 
leaders turned on C 3 recently and told hi» to "etop blabbering and 

talk instead", la ’jnknowa to Cl J . It seesBB, if the gossip Is to be 
believed - and this is gossip only ■“ that the took exception 

to some remarks £" 3 made about Including Identity (1) in the Committee 

and that, when C 3 was unable to explain hie reasons for (l)*e in- 
clusion, the leaders lost patience with him and made their 

caustic remarks. 

7. El 3 feels that IT H was not here on personal business 

but that he was sent by MBIUOT, in line with the suggestion icT_ J made 
at the BOBIDDT conference and which was vetoed by the PBPHIKBS. ^!hat was 
the proposal that someone from BOBIDm and someone from ZBKETAIi come to 
TPOBBDO to handle the broadening discussions with HTBBI&H leaders. Ob- 
viously, C 13 orC „ . 3 would be the logical candidate 

tor such a task if iT C3 wished to circumvent the ZBGROWB-PBPHIME 
agreement. 

8. At this writing C n cannot see that t~ H*s coming 

-here has damaged the cause in any way. In fact, it would seem that his 
visit may have helped. However, it may prolong our negotiations, because 
c 3 is definitely a fearful man and we can be sure he will not take 

the slightest action without first clearing such action with B&BlBliT. 

9. t. writes this detailed report for two reasons - first, to 

let you know where the matter of the Committee’s reorganisation stands, 
and, second to point out the fact that the Identity (2) operation may be 
Jeopardized insofar as linking it with HTNEIGE Is concerned. If these ne- 
gotiations drag out, as It looks as though they mpy, then it will be some 
tlj^ before Hyclop henchmen can be designated as personnel.
